Dear Drag Cartoons, 

I was sitting in my Physics XIV 
class when I came across a story lab¬ 
eled “Nifty Lift” (Sept. 72). OF Harv 
really didn't come up with a good 
idea. He was really making things 
worse. He was reducing the weight, 
not the mass. 

Reducing the weight would im¬ 
prove (decrease) the rolling resist¬ 
ance, but he would have no traction 
off the line, or very much steering con¬ 
trol at higher velocities. 

Mass is the cause of high e.t.’s be¬ 
cause it has inertia (in this case, the 
resistance of an object to either begin 
to move from rest or increase speed). 
Adding helium would not reduce the 
mass. To reduce mass, you must re¬ 
move it or replace it with something 


less massive, such as: magnesium 
blocks, aluminum body panels, heads, 
and transmission cases.
